Monarchial Prince Indignant 
at Passive England. 


Says American Money Would 


Capture Petrograd. 


[BY DISPATCH 
. COPENHAGEN, Nov, 20.—The 
smallpox is about as welcome to 
Copenhagen as the Bolshevik Rus- 
sian delegation to the conference 
with the English Red Cross over 
prisoner exchanges. Hotels refuse 
to rent rooms or to serve meals to 
the Bolsheviki, fearful that they will 
become the center of a macistrom of 

radicals and probably of a riot. 
The Danish secret service is re- 


ceiving careful instructiong for sur- 
veillance of the delegation and of al! 
radicals in Copenhagen during tho 
conference. The Bolsheviki will be 
continually under the eyes of gov- 
ernment spies. 

It appears probable that the dele- 
gation will have to be housed on 
board one of the warships in the 
harbor, and that will serve the po- 


lice, too. 

A number of suspicious persons 
of Russian and German nationality 
have arrived in Copenhagen from 
Germany, Sweden and Norway hop- 
ing to get in touch with axim 
Litvinof, undersecretary of the 
soviet Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
and head of the delegation, prob- 
ably for the working out of some 
scheme for Bolshevik propaganda in 
Germany and Scandinavia.

BRITAIN CAN T LET GO.

LONDON, Nov. 18.—Great Britain 
forced Gen. Yudenitch to take the 
offensive. They thought they would 
surely capture Petrograd, and dea! 
Bolshevism a death blow. But now 
that Yudenttch has failed, England 
must continue to support him. One 
reason for hig failure was that the 
Allies’ support was half-hearted. 

This remarkable statement on the 
most recent Russian campai¢n war 
made by Gen. Prince Bellosileki. 
Yudenitch's representative in the old 
Russian Embassy. Bellosiiski in 
one breath cursed England for its 
past and present failures adequately 
to supply “the liberaters of Russia” 
and in the other he pleaded for Eng- 
land’s and America’s immediate 
help to restore the shattered armies. 

“America entered the war on the 
Allied side at a dark moment. She 
cannot send Gen. Pershing with an 
army to help us now, but she can 
send money. Give me $5,000,000 
and I'll take Petrograd with volun- 
teer troops dans of a month.” said 
the Prince. “Bomeone must give 
us ald. It is either oor victory or 

viem throughout the world.” 
he Prince's boasta are not empty, 
because after a year in the trenches 
fighting Ludendorff, he went with his 
cavalry and made famous his 200- 
mile journey from the Caucasus to 
relieve the British besieged at Kut- 
el Amara. He captured Kermcnshah 
and other Asia Minor towns, and 
ruled the province, but he fled with 
his American wife—born Susan 
Whittier, of Boston—to Stockholm 
when Kerensky triumphed. 
WANTS MORAL AID. 


“I am not only asking money, but H 


also moral aid,” the Prince con- 
tinued, “and I believe 1 have a right 
to ask it in the name of justice and 
freedom and I know from wm)

“Only by our military vittory will 
order be restored in Russia. I am 
a monarchist myself and I know 
that the Russian peasants are un- 
able to understand a republican 
government.

When we are Mo- 
torious, we propose to establish a 
dictatorship for about a year, then 
to pacify the country, and then tr 
hold a constitutiona] assembly. By 
then the pe6ple probably will be 
ready to vote for a strong mon- 
archical government.”

AUSTRIAN STAYS OUT. 


Wouldn't Fight for United States, so 
He Is Denied Citizenship, 


Istvan Aladar Rosenberg, an Aus- 
trian, was given a setback by United 
States District Judge Bledsoe yester- 
day when he presented himself for 
American citizenship. The record 
showed that during the war Rosen- 
berg escaped military duty by claim- 
ing to be an alien. This he could do 
under the laws, but it was treasured 
up against him that he refused to do 
his patriotic duty by his adopted 
country, and his petition was dis- 
missed with prejudice. This means 
that as long as the ban remains Ro- 
senberg can never become an Amer- 
ican citizen. 

There were thirty-nine petitions 
for citizenship granted, ag follows: 
Sweden, 4; Germany, 7; Russia, 6; 
Great Britain, 13; Austria, 8; Nor- 
way, France, Poland and nmark, 
1 each, and Italy, 2.
